The m ystery of the “Collin County 
sign painters” has been solved, but 
Connie 
A rm strong, 
R epublican 
candidate for state representative 
isn’t naming the culprit. 
A rm strong’s 
cam paign 
signs 
throughout the county recently were 
defaced by vandals who painted 
swastikas on the signs and altered 
Armstrong’s appearance to resemble 
Adolph Hitler. The vandalism ap­ 
parently occurred during the long 
Labor Day weekend. 
According to Armstrong he knows 
who committed the vandalism but 
does not plan to press charges against 
the individual. 
“ I wanted the citizens of Collin 
County to know that it was not my 
opponent or anyone connected with 
his cam paign,” Armstrong stated. “ I 
know there’s usually a suspicion 
connected with such an incident, and I 
felt 
it 
was 
important 
that 
any 
suspicion concerning my opponent be 
laid to rest. 
Armstrong went on to say that the 
unnamed “ sign painter” was seen 
defacing one of the campaign signs 
and a witness was able to get his car 
license number. In addition, an un­ 
signed letter was sent to the Daily 
Star-C ourier which provided a d ­ 
ditional clues. 
The letter claimed that Armstrong 
is using “the guise of Christianity and 
patriotism to con people into sup­ 
porting him. 
“The Republican party doesn’t need 
another Nixon or Agnew,” the letter 
went on to say. “We sincerely hope 
you’ll vote against ‘con a rtist’ 
Armstrong. People of Collin County, 
you’ve been warned.” 
It was signed, Sign Painters Against 
Connie Armstrong. 
“I know who did it, but I don’t see 
that it would add anything to press 
charges,” Armstrong said. “I would 
rather concentrate on the positive 
aspects of my campaign and let this 
go by.

Housing Scene Strong 


25-Percent Increase Predicted 


Housing starts in 
105 
metropolitan 
areas 
are 
expected to reach 630,074 
units in 1976, an increase of 
25 percent over the 503,444 
units recorded last year, the 
National Assn. of Home 
Builders (NAHG) forecasts. 
The survey showed a 26 
percent increase projected 
for 
new 
single 
fam ily 
housing construction for 1976 
and 
23 
percent 
for 
multifamily starts in the 105 
major urban areas. 
“The 25 percent increase 
in metropolitan 
areas 
is 
somewhat below the NAHB 
forecast for housing starts 
for the nation as a whole, 
which, according to our 
latest projection, shows an 
increase of 27.8 percent in 
1976,” 
NAHB 
Chief 
E c o n o m is t 
M ic h a e l 
Sumichrast said. “Still the

positive sign because the 
housing 
depression

1974-75 was most pronounced
